Capt. Mueller and Ohio 


lads Were Near 


Death's Door 


Anchor Caught in Engine and 


Balloonists Were Tumbled 


From the Basket. 


Niagara Falls, 
N. Y., Sept. 2—"I

IL ever I 


leave Qclumtms again it will toe by 
some other agency than a balloon," 
said Perry Gregory, the 16 years old 
son of Charles B. Gregory, of No. 130 
Bowen avenue, Chicago, vice presi- 
dent of the Chicago Aero club and 
treasurer of the Federation of Aero 
clubs, as he lay on a cot at the Mem- 
orial Hospital, nursing the injuries he 
received when the big balloon, Wile 
do Dieppe, m'ade its disastrous Ian-d- 
ing at the northern limitts of this city 
at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 


His brother. Gerald Gregory, agei? 


18, had made nights before and took 
the accident stoically and merely as 
an incident of life. 


Captain A. E. Mueller, "who was in 


charge of the 'balloon, exhibited a sort 
of satisfaction 
in 
imparting thp 


knowledge that the use of the anchor 
and drag'rope, which caused all of 
the trouble, was not with 'his^ consent 
or advice. 


All three of the occupants of the 


car were more or less~iujured in mak- 
ing the landing, and the balloon itself 
was partially wrecked. 


Captain Mueller suffered a, rib frac- 


ture and severe 'body bruises. Gerald 
Gregory was cut about the face and 
bruised about the 
ibody, and his 


brother, Perry, had his left ankle so 
badly twisted that it will be weeks be- 
fore he can stand on it. 


That the balloonist^ escaped with 


their lives is little short, of miracu- 
lous. They came within an ace of be- 
ing pitched head foremost into 
the 


rapids of the Niagara Gorge, and wen- 
finally dumped out of their car into 
the deep cut of the New York Central 
railroad at Devil's Hole. 


The story of the trip was told T>y 


Captain Mueller as he lay on a couch 
in the.Vogt farmhouse, whirher he 
was carried by several men who saw 
Ibe plight of the aeronauts and ren- 
dered first aid. Captain Mueller said: 


"We left Columb'us, O., at S o'clock 


Mondaji night on an endurance flight. { 
our purpose be'mg to demonstrate the 
good quality-01. the gas which several 
of the participants in the interna-' 
tional race from Columbus had com- 
plained of as being inferior and not 
suitable for record work. Charles 
Gregory's two sons wanted to go 
along, so I took them. "We ascended 
between 2^000 and 5,000 feet above 
the earth and waited for a favorable 
breeze. 


"For the first few hours be ver" 


virtually becalmed, 
bimply moving 


about in a large circle and always 
coming back to the starting point. 
Finally about midnight we struck a 
breeze that carried us out over Lake 
Erie, and from midn'.ght to 6 o'clorl; 
in the morning we hovered over the 
lake, waiting for the desired current 
of air. 


Finally we were wafted in this di- 


rection and sailed 
over a part of 


Canada and 
toward the 
Niagara 


Gorge. 


The he?i was intense and at i 


o'clock Perry Gregory Vgan tr> grov 
ill. In an hour's time lie had com- 
pletely collapsed 
and 
wo found 31 


necessary to land for medical assi<1- 
ance. 


"I did not want to use th? anchor, 


hnt the boys insisted, and thi* as t3ie 
result. It jerked alons; the surface of 
the ground, catching first against this 
and then thai obstacle, and with each 
snap of the anchor 
we were tossed 


abont violently In the ear. 


"Fences and telegraph WJTAS were 


lulled down, and an one instance we 
lifted a whole section of plank side- 
walk. Then we sailed across; the Mi- 
agara Gorge, with the anchor rope 
dragging. The anchor caught on the 
top of the blnff on the American side, 
and for a moment it looked as 5f we 
would he dashed to destruction on the 
rocks below. The car 1 sited to a dan- 
gerous degree, bnt the anchor releas- 
ed again and we drifted on until th 


railroad cut was reached, where it 
ag>ain caught 011 a locomotive, which 
was motionless, and 
this time held. 


The car assumed an acuteangle so 
suddenly that, despite our efforts to 
hold on and g-lve a hand to 'Perry, we 
were precipitated into the cut 
ami 


landed in a heap." 


The balloon was shipped back to 


Columbus last 
night, 
and Captain 


Mueller and Perry Gregory wilL fol- 
low as soon as they are able to leavo 
their cots.

"Practically all the greatest pub- 


licists agree that the most v:tal fea- 
ture of the eneral plan of our gov- 
ernment is found in the distribution 
of its powers among three separa1e. 
independent and co-ordinate depart- 
ments. 


"It is fundamental thai neither shaJl 


encroach mpon Ihe olher. The legis- 
lative shall not, without constitution- 
al warrant, take from or add to 1ho 
powers of 1fie jndicjary;

tlr- judiciary annul or embarrass the 
lawful enacted w5H of -The Jeipslative 
Neither of these two departments has 
ever wilfully infringed upon or de- 
nied the powers of th<> other.
